RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF OMITTED ITEM(S) 
IN A NONPROVISIONAL APPLICATION 

In response to the Notice Of Omitted Item(s) in a Nonprovisional Application dated July 
16, 2004 (a copy of which is enclosed), we elect Option 1 as further detailed below. Applicant 
believes that the application documents as filed with the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office included a complete copy of the specification, including pages 8 and 9. In support of this 
belief, we submit the following: 

1 . Postcard Receipt. Enclosed is a copy (front and back sides) of the postcard receipt 
that was submitted with the application documents as filed, indicating that ten (10) pages of the 
specification were submitted. This postcard receipt was stamped and returned by the Patent and 
Trademark Office with no exceptions noted, thereby acknowledging that the USPTO received all 
ten pages of the application. 

2. Applicant's file copy. Enclosed is copy of applicant's file copy of the specification as 
filed. Applicant's file copy is a photocopy made directly from the original application 
documents. After photocopying, the original application documents, including the specification, 
were placed in an envelope and mailed to the United States Patent and Trademark Office by the 
Express Mail Procedure on June 24, 2003. It will be noted that Applicant's file copy is 
complete, and includes pages 8 and 9. Therefore, it is evident that the original specification also 
included pages 8 and 9. 

Applicant cannot explain the reason why pages 8 and 9 are missing, but suggests that 

perhaps, in view of the recent conversion to the image file wrapper process, that these pages may 

have been misplaced or skipped in the scanning process. In any event, Applicant requests that 
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the USPTO rule that the application was filed complete, and that Applicant be given the actual 
filing date of June 24, 2003.
